PE  it  marled  by  the  Senate  and  House  o f He- 
presmtalives  of  the  United  States  \of  .imerica,  in 
Conyfess  assenibfed,  ‘Pliat  the  sun'eyor-gencral, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Fresideiit  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  !>c,  and  he  is  hei'eby  authorised  and 
leqiiired,  (as  soon  as  the  consent  of  tbe  Indi- 
ans can  he  obtained)  to  eansc  to  be  siiryejfd, 
marked  and  designated,  so  much  of  the  wes- 
tern and  northern  boundaries  of  die  state  of 
Ohio,  which  have  not  already  been  ascertain- 
ed, as  divides  said  state  front  the  territories  of 
Imli.ina  and  Michitr.an,  pgrceably  to  the  boun- 
daries as  established  by  the  act,  entitled  “ .\ii 
art  to  enable  the  peoipe  of  the  eastern  dw'isi- 
on  of,the  territory  north-west  of  the  liver  Ohio 
to  form  a eonstitvil  ion  and  stale  government, 
and  for  the  admission  of  .such  state  into  the 
Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  oririnal 
states,  and  for  other  purposes,”  p.assed  April 
thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two  ; 
and  to  eaiise  to  be  made  a plat  or  plan  <>1  so 
much  of  the  lioundary  line  a.s  runs  f.'om  the 
southei'lv  extreme  of  lake  .Michigan  to  lake  E- 
rie,  particulai'Iv  noting  the  place  where  the  said 
line  intersects  the  margin  of  said  hke,  and  to 
return  the  same  when  made  to  Congress  ; Provn'. 
ded,  that  the  ivhole  expense  of  .surveying  and 
making  the  said  boundary  lines  shall  not  exceed 
five  dollars  for  every  mde  that  shall  he  actual- 
ly surveyed  and  marked,  wliicli  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  monies  appropriated  for  defraying 
the  expeuse  of  surveying  ifio  public  lands.

IVashington,  .May  50,  1812 

SIR — Xatwithstanding  tlie  discourzging  na/ 
turc  of  the  conversation  which  I had  the  honor 
to  have  with  you  a few  days  since  at  your  of- 
fice, and  the  circumstance  of  your  continued 
silaiice  in  regard  to  two  letters  front  me  fur- 
nishing additional  proof  of  tlie  existence  of  the 
French  decrees,  ncvcrtlieless  there  does  now 
appear  such  clear  and  convincing'  evidence  in 
like  report  cl  the  Duke  of  Bassona  dated  tbe 
10th  of  .March  of  the  present  tear  of  those  de- 
crees having  not  only  never  been  rescinded, 
hut  of  their  being  recently  extended  and  ag-, 
gravated  in  the  republication  of  them  contain- 
ed in  that  instrument,  that  I cannot  but  ima- 
gine it  will  seem  roost  important  to  the  Pres- 
ident that  it  should  be  communicated  to  Con- 
gress M ithout  delay,  in  the  present  interesting 
crisis  of  their  deliberations,  and  therefore  has- 
ten to  fulfil  the  ir.sti'uctioiis  of  my  govemineiit 
I in  laying  before  the  government  of  the  United 
States  the  enclosed  -Moniteur  of  the  I6th  of 
last  .M.arch  in  which  is  contained  that  report

and  has  in  the  instances  of  the  Hanseatic  towns 
of  Portugal  and  other  countries,  carried  into 
complete  execution,  but  which  he  has  never 
completely  unfolded  in  all  its  extent  until  the 
present  moment  ; and  in  what  an  insulting  and 
preposterous  shape  does  he  now  attempt  to 
bring  forward  .and  promulgate  this  code  wliich 
he  is  to  force  upon  all  nations  ’ He  .assume 
the  Treaty  of  I'trccht  to  be  in  force,  and  to  he 
a Law  binding  upon  all  nations  ; because  it 
suits  his  convenience,  at  this  moment  when  the 
nai'y  of  France  is  driven  from  the  ocean,  to  re 
vivc  the  doctrine  of  “ free  ships  making  free 
goods”  he  has  rccourcc  to  a treaty  no  longer  in 
force,  in  which  sucli  a st.pulation  existeil — a 
treaty  whieh,  by  his  own  express  refusal  at  A 
miens  to  renew  any  of  the  ancient  treaties,  was 
not  then  revived  as  even  binding  on  (H.  Britain 
and  France,  between  whom  alone  as  parties  to 
it,  and  only  while  they  were  at  peace  witli  each 
other  coul'l  it  ever  have  had  any  legal  oflFi  r.t 
ycl  even  this  treaty  is  too  narrow  a basis  for 
ids  present  pretensions,  since  he  cannot  find  in 
U his  rule  for  limiting  maritime  blockades  to 
fortresses  actually  invested,  besieged,  .and  like- 
ly to  be  taken  ; no  provision  of  any  description 
liaring  been  m ide  in  that  treaty  either  for  defi- 
ning or  regulating  blocknjes. 

Surely  at  such  an  instant,  America  will  not 
iirgeOroat  Britain  to  abandon  or  co  soften  any 
prcc.aiitionary,  anv  retaliatory  right  against 
s'lch  a power.  The  British  government  not  on 
iy  feels  itself  imperiously  bound  to  defend 
them,  as  they  respeet  fireat  Britain,  with  ail 
vigor,  hut  to  call  upon  every  nation  to  resist 
such  exorbit.ant  pretensions. 

If  (Ireat  Britain,  at  such  a moment  were  to 
rolax  her  orders  in  council  against  France, 
ivould  not  all  other  nations  have  reason  to  com- 
plain that  the  common  cause  was  abandoned  ? 

America  must  feel  that  Bonaparte  is  not  .ac- 
ting, as  indeed  he  never  has  acted,  with  any 
viev  of  etablishing  principles  of  real  freedom- 
with  respect  to  nav  gation  : but  is  merely  en- 
deavoring to  cloak  his  determination,  if  possi- 
ble to  ruin  Rreat  Britain,  by  novel  demands 
an.l  ia-ji?cted  theories  of  maritime  law;  and  \- 
mcrica  must  see,  that  Bonaparte’s  object  is  to 
exclude  British  commerce  from  every  coast 
and  port  of  the  continent ; and  that  in  pursuit 
of  this  object,  trampling  on  the  rights  of  Inde- 
pendent sta'es,  he  insultingly  proclaims  his 
determination  to  effect  it  by  direct  Invasion  of 
tliose  independent  states,  which  he  as  insiiU- 
ingly  terms  a ifiiaravtcr,  thias  making  the 
most  solemit  and  sarred  term  in  the  law  of  na- 
sions  synonimo'is  with  usiiiqiation  of  territory 
and  extinction  of  independence.  .America  mi’«t 
see,  that  as  all  the  state*  hitherto  in  his  power 
have  been  seized  on  to  gwarnntee  his  system, 
he  is  now  proceeding  to  destroy  what  remains 
of  independence  in  other  neutral  states,  to 
make  that  g-iiarantfe  complete.  From  his 
want  of  power  to  pass  the  Atlantic  with  his  ar- 
mies (a  want  of  power  for  which  the  Uni- 
te<l  States  are  indebted  to  tlien.aval  superiorl- 
T of  (>  at  Britain)  his  system  of  a guarantee 
force  may  fail  as  to  ,\merica,  but  as  he  cannot 
hope  to  shut  American  ports  againt  flreat  Brit- 
ain hv  occnp.mcv  and  invasion,  he  hopes  to  ef- 
fect Ins  piir|)i)se  by  management  and  fraud,  and 
to  accomplish  that  by  insidious  rclax.ition 
whicii  he  cannot  accomplish  by  power.

Krs 
kine  had  arranged  the  dispute  with  America 
relative  to  the  orders  in  council.  In  tliat  ar- 
r;ingement  nothing  was  brought  foi-.vard  with 
regard  to  this  hlock;ide.  America  would  have 
been  contented  at  that  time  without  any  refi-r- 
eiicc  to  it.  It  certainly  is  not  more  a griev- 
ance or  an  injustice  now  than  it  was  then. 
Wliy  then  is  the  renunciation  of  that  blockade 
insisted  upo  n now  if  it  was  not  necessary  to 
Insist  upon  it  then  ’ It  is  difficult  to  fiml  any 
answer  but  by  reference  to  subsequent  commu- 
nications between  F.-ance  and  .America,  and  a 
disposition  in  .-America  to  countenance  France 
in  ivq'iiring  the  disavowal  of  this  blockade  and 
th-  principles  noon  which  it  rested,  as  the  con- 
dition jure  gvri  wo.'i  of  the  repeal  of  Bei  lin  and 
.Milan  decrees.  It  seems  to  have  become  an 
object  witli  America  onlv  because  it  was  pres- 
cribed as  a condition  bv  Fr.incc. 

On  this  blockade  and  the  principles  and 
rights  upon  which  it  was  fininded,  BnnaparU 
appears  to  rest  the  justification  of  all  bis  mea 
siires  for  abolishing  ncntralitv,  and  for  the  In 
viislon  of  every  st.ate  which  is  not  ready  wit 
Itim  to  w.age  a war  ofexterniinaVion against  tlii 
commerce  of  Great  Britain. 

Americ.a,  therefore,  no  doubt,  saw  the  neees. 
sity  of  demanding  its  renunciation,  but  she  will 
now  see  that  it  is  in  reality  vain  either  for  A 
merica  or  Great  Britain  to  except  an  actual  re- 
peal of  the  French  decrees  until  Great  Britain 
renounces  : First,  the  basis,  viz.  the  block- 

ade of  1806,  on  wliich  Bonaparte  has  been  plea- 
sed to  found  them  : next,  the  right  of  retali- 
ation as  subserjucntly  .acted  upon  in  the  ordei-s 
in  council  ; fnrtlier  till  she  is  ready  to  receive 
the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  interpreted  ,Wl  applied 
by  the  Duke  ot  Bassano’s  rep-art  as  the  univer- 
sal law  of  nations:  and  finallv  till  she  abjures 
.all  the  principles  of  maritime  law  which'  sup- 
port her  established  rights  now  more  than  ever 
essential  to  her  existence  as  a nation. 

Great  Britian  feels  confident  that  America 
never  can  maintain  or  ultimatelv  sanction  such 
pretensions,  and  His  lloyal  Highness  the  Prince 
«egent  entertains  the  strongest  hope  that  this 
last  proceeding  of  Fiance  will  strip  her  me.a- 
sures  of  ev,  -y  remn.ant  of  disguise,  and  that  A- 
mcrica  in  justice  to  what  she  owes  to  the  law 
of  nations  and  to  her  own  honor  as  a neutral 
state,  will  instantly  withdraw  her  countenance 
from  the  outrageous  system  of  the  French  go- 
vernment, and  cease  to  support  bv  hostile  mea- 
sures ag.ainst  British  commerce  the  enormous 
fabric  of  usurpation  .and  tvrannv  which  France 
has  endeaa-ored  to  exhibit  to  the  world  as  the 
law  of  nations. 

America  cannot  now  epntend  that  the  Or- 
ders in  Council  exceed  in  spirit  of  retaliation 
uh.it  IS  demanded  bv  the  decrees,  the  princi- 
ples, or  the  usurpations  of  Bonaparte.  The 
United  States  (government  must  at  last  he  eon- 
vinced  that  the  partial  relaxations  of  those 
decjccs  in  favour  of  Aincric.i  l:a\t  l>t*en  insuli- 
ouily  adopted  by  Franco  f<>i’  tin*  inere  puii>ose 
of  indurinK-  her  to  close  her  pm  l a at-  .tinst  Great 
Biitain,  which  France  cannot  herself  hv 

force,  and  she  must  admit  that  if  tireat  Britain 
were  now  to  repeal  her  Ordevs  in  Go  incil  a- 
pramst  France,  it  would  he  gratuitously  allow- 
ing to  France  the  commerce  of  America  and  all 
he  benefits  derivable  from  her  flag"  as  an  ad- 
itional  instrument  for  the  annoyance  of  Great 
rtlain,  and  that  at  a moment  when  every  state 
is  threatened  with  destruction  or  really  des- 
troyed for  merely  supporlinj^  tlieir  own  rie’it 
to  trade  with  Great  B.  itiin. 

1 am  commanded,  sir,  to  cxpi’css  on  the  part 
of  I'.is  Boyal  Highness  tlie  I'rince  Rk>^nt,  that 
u liile  his  /*oyal  Iliiyhncss  entertains  the  most 
sincere  desire  to  conciliate  Amcj'ica,  he  yet  can 
never  concede  tliat  the  blockade  of  May  1806 
could  justly  be  made  tlie  foimdation  as  it  a- 
vowcdly  has  been,  for  tlie  dc'creesofllonaparie  ; 
and  further,  that  the  British  government  must 
ever  consider  t!ie  principles  on  which  that 
blockade  ivstcd  (accompanied  as  it  was,  by  an 
cflerjuatc  blockadinp^  fiircc)  to  have  been 
strictlyconsonatto  the  established  law  ofnations 
and  a Icpritimate  instance  of  the  practice  whiclx 
it  recognises.

ica  by  applause  of  her  conduct,  and  a partial 
lelaxatioii  of  his  svstem  in  her  fivor.  He 
accompanies  the  promise  of  repealing  his  de- 
crees with  conditions,  which  he  trusts  America 
w'ill  not  disavow,  and  which  he  knows  G.  Brit 
■ aiii  must  reject ; knowing  at  thesame  time  that 
the  relaxation  of  Ills  decrees  will  be  of  little 
use  to  America,  withot  .a  corresponding  rolax- 
atio.t  by  Great  ll.  ilain,  lie  throws  everv  obsta- 
cle against  roncessi'in  to  America  by  Great  Bri- 
tain, m.iking  her  perseverence  in  her  retallato 
ry  system  more  Ilian  ever  essential  to  her  honor 
and  existenee.  And  surely  it  will  not  escape 
the  notice,  or  fail  to  excite  the  indignation  of 
the  Amcric.'ui  government,  that  the  ruler  of 
France,  by  taking  the  new  ground  now  assum- 
ed, has  retraced  the  concession  which  America 
siipjioscd  him  to  have  made.  He  li.as  inconsist- 
ently and  contemptuously  withdrawn  from  her 
the  ground  upon  which  she  has  taken  a hostile 
altitude  against  Great  Britain,  since  the  repeal 
of  miroixlers  in  cmiiicil,  and  even  the  renunci- 
ation of  our  rights  of  blockade,  would  no  longer 
suffice  to  obtain  a repeal  of  tlie  Berlin  and  Mi- 
lan decress. 

His  .Majesty’s  government  c.annot  hut  hope 
that  ,Americ.a,  considering  all  tlie  extravagant 
pretensions  set  fcirtli  by  the  rider  of  France,  in 
the  liike  of  Bassaiio's  re|iort,  and  at  tlie  same 
time  the  resolution  to  march  his  armies  into

She  cannot  .admit  a's  a principle  of  public 
law,  that  a mar'itiiTie  block:i<le  can  only  bc  Ic- 
gallv  applied  to  fortresses  actually  invested  by 
land  as  well  as  by  sea,  wliicli  is  the  plain  mean- 
ingor  consequence  of  the  Duke  ot  H.assaiio‘s 
definition. 

She  cannot  admit  .as  aprincipleofpubliclaw 
tliat  arms  and  militan'  stores  aiv  alone  contra- 
bund  of  war,  and  that  ship  timber  and  na\'v 
stoi-es  are  excluded  fiom  that  description.  Nei- 
ther can  she  admit  without  rctalisation  that  the 
mere  fact  of  commeitial  intercourse  with  Bri- 
tish ports  and  subjects  shoiil<l  bo  made  a crime 
inall  nations,  and  that  the  armies  and  decives 
of  France  sho'ihl  bc  directed  to  enfijrce  a prin- 
ciple so  new  and  unheard  of  in  war. 

^ (ircat  Bi  itain  feels  that  to  relinquish  her 
pist  meas.ii-es  of  self-defence  and  retaliation, 
vrouldber)  surrender  the  best  means  of  h-T 
own  pi-eservation  and  riphts.  and  with  tlicm  the 
nphts  of  otlier  nations  so  lonp  as  France  main- 
tains  and  acts  upon  such  principles. 

I am  commanded  to  represent  to  the  govern- 
ment of  America,  that  Great  Bi  itain  feds  her- 
self enlltleii  to  expect  from  them  an  unreserved 
and  candid  disclaimer  of  the  right  of  France  to 
impose  on  her  and  on  the  world  the  maritime 
co<le  which  has  been  thus  promulgated,  and  to 
tlie  penalties  of  wliidh  America  is  herself  <te- 
clared  to  be  liable  if  she  falls  to  submit  liersdf 
to  its  exactions  ; America  cannot,  for  ber  own 
character,  any  longer  temporise  on  this  sub- 
ject, or  delay  coming  to  a distinct  explanation 
with  France  as  well  as  with  Great  Britain,  if 
she  wishes  to  clear  liersdf  from  the  imputation 
ofbeinp  an  ahetti)r  of  such  injustice. 

America,  as  the  case  now  stands,  has  not  a 
pretence  for  claiming  from  Great  Britain  a re- 
peal ot  tier  Orders  in  Council.  She  must  rcccol- 
lect  tlvat  tlie  Brilis'n  government  never  for  a 


taken  ifslie  could  have  foreseen  what  has  now 
happened;  and  ultimately  bv  tli  re;itening  Amer- 
ica wilh  hervengeance,  as  a denationalised  state 
if  she  does  not  submit  to  be  the  instrinn  ent 
ot  her  designs  againt  G.  Britain. 

I'liese  are  considerations  for  America  to 
weigh  ; but  vvliat  we  arc  entitled  to  claim  ;.t 
her  hands  as  an  act  not  less  ot  policv  than  jus- 
tice, is  that  she  should  cexsc  to  treat  Great 
Brlam  as  an  enemv.  'File  prince  regent  does 
not  desire  retrospect  wlicii  the  interests  of  two 
count  ies  so  nalur.allv  connected  by  innumera- 
ble ties  are  concerned.  It  is  more  conson  iiit  to 
Ills  royal  liigline.ss’ sentiments  to<riiitribiite  to 
the  restoration  of  harmoiiv  and  l.ieiidly  in- 
lercmirse,  than  to  enquire  vvliv  it  has  lieen  in- 
terrupted. Feeling  that  nulling  has  been  o- 
mllted  on  his  part  to  relieve  America  from  the 
inconveniences  to  which  a novel  systemof  war- 
fare on  the  part  of  France  iinfurtiinatelv  contin- 
ues to  expos,-  her  ; .and  that  the  pre<«iit  iin- 
friendlv  relations,  which  to  tlicir  mutual  preju- 
dice subsist  between  the  two  coiiiitries,  have 
grown  out  of  a misconception  on  the  part  of 
America  both  of  tlie  conduct  and  piirjiose  of 
France,  his  roval  Iiighness  considers  himself 
ciilitli-d  to  call  upon  America  to  resume  her  re- 
lations of  :imity  with  Great  Britain.  In  doing 
so  she  will  best  proviile  for  the  interests  of  hei 
O'vn  people  ; and  I am  aiitlmri.sed  to  assure  the 
.Amcric.an  government,  that  altliouc'li  his  ro'  al 
highness,  acting  in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf; 
of  his  m.jestv,  ran  never  suffer  the  fundamen 
tal  maxims  ot  tlie  Brit'sli  iiion:irchv  in  matters 
of  maritime  right,  as  eons  inant  to  tlie  recognis- 
ed law  of  naliims,  to  be  prejudiced  in  bis  bands, 
his  royal  Iiighness  wilt  be  ready  at  all  times  to 
concert  with  America,  as  to  ibeir  exercise 
and  so  to  rcgiihate  tbe^r  application  as  to  com- 
bine, as  far  as  mav  be,  tin-  interests  of  America 
witli  tlie  object  of  efTectiially  retuFating  upon 
France  the  mea.siires  of  ber  own  iniiistice. 

I veil!  now  terminate  this  letter  by  .a.ssuring 
you,  sir,  as  I can  witli  perfect  Irutlij  that  tlie 
ni9Sf  corilial  and  sincere  desire  aiiinvites  tlie 
councils  of  Great  Britain  to  conciliate  .America 
as  far  as  may  be  consistent  witli  the  principles 
upon  which  the  preservation  of  the  power  and 
Independence  of  the  British  mniiarcliv  is  held 
essentially  to  depend,  and  wliich  cannot  be  a- 
bandoned  without  throwing  her  helpless  and 
disarmed  Into  the  presence  of  her  adversary.

unconditionally  her  decrees.  She  could  not  en- 
ter into  any  other  engagement  willioul  the 
(-rosscM  injustice  to  her  allies  as  ivell  as  to  neu- 
tral nation^  in  general  ; much  less  could  she 
do  so  if  any  special  excc]>tioii  was  to  be  gran- 
ted by  France  iqioii  conditions  utterly  subver- 
sive of  the  most  important  and  in  Jisputablc 
maritime  rights  of  tlic  British  empire.” 
According  to  tlie  tenor  of  the  dispalcli  of 
Ford  Castlereagli  to  you,  my  recollection  is,

tioiis,  and  that  ill  no  less  extent  of  a repeal  of 
the  decrees  had  the  British  government  ever 
pledged  itself  to  repeal  the  orders  in  council 
However  susceptible  the  passage  in  your  let 
ter  may  be  of  a construct  ion  reconcilable  with 
the  import  of  the  dispatch  from  laird  Castle 
reagli,  yet  as  a similar  prliraseology  of  your  go 
eriiineiit  on  other  occasions  has  had  a construe 
tioii  less  extensive  ; and  as  it  is  importuNt,  i 
every  respect,  that  there  should  be  no  misuii 
derstamliiig,  or  possiblitj’  of  error,  you  will  ex 
cuse  me  for  requesting  that  you  will  have  the 
goodness  to  inform  me  whether  in  any  circum- 
s'.juice,  any  recollection  of  the  import  of  this 
passage  in  Lord  Casllereagh’s  dispatch  is  iiiac 
curate.

Rxtract  of  a letter  from  IFashington  Ci- 
ty, May  22,  1812. 

“ riic  Iloinet  having  arrived,  the  ques- 
tion is  now  JFar,  or  .Wo  JCar,  tvith  Great 
Rritain  ? My  voice  is  still  for  war,  let 
the  Hornet  have  bro.t  wliat  she  mav. 

The  idea  of  a war  wilh  both  France 
and  England  is  ridiculous.  British  par- 
tizaus  ui-(^  it,  because  they  know  that  it 
is  impossible,  and  that  to  entertain  an  idea 
of  hostilities  with  the  French  and  Eng- 
hshtoo,  is  the  most  certain  way  of  pre- 
venting liostilities  with  (freat  Britain  alto- 
gether. A nation  may  fight  the  rest  of 
the  world,  if  she  be  strong  enough  ; but 
who  ever  heard  of  a nation  fighting  two 
powers  that  are  at  war  with  each  other  ? 
Such  conduct  would  he  to  deprive  us  of 
the  assistance  we  might  derive  from  the 
one  to  llog  the  other.  For  my  own  part,  1 
shall  consider  any  attempt  to  tfoclare  war 
ag  inst  the  great  belligerents  as  an 
UK  lination  to  give  up  war  measures  alto- 
gether. 

“ The  republicans,  in  general,  arc  so 
complaisant,  that  they  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  saying — If  the  Hornet  does  not 
bring  good  news  from  France  we  will 
declare  IVar  against  her  too.  I confess  I 
could  never  perceive  the  policy  of  this 
sort  of  declaration.  They  say  so,  1 sup- 
pose to  support  an  imfiartial  character  ; 
and  thus  give  their  wily  antarronists  an 
opportunity.  No  reasonable  nian  ever 
doubted  but  that  the  United  States  have 
justifiable  cause  for  war  against  France  ; 
he  Rambouillct  decree  itself  was 
caus'z  for  Avar—ljut  as  France  indicated 


Bonaparte  still  adhere  to  the  revocation 
of  the  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees.  That 
was  his  part  of  the  contract  ; Our  part  is 
to  enforce  the  law  of  the  non-importation, 
or  worse  against  Great  Britain. — As  to  a 
treaty,  periiaps  it  might  he  just  as  well  at 
this  time  to  have  t.onc — because  I think 
Napoleon  will  make  none  at  present  that 
he  will  observe,  unless  we  give  him  all 
the  advantage  of  it.  But  we  continue  to 
press  the  restitution  of  our  pioperiy — 
And,  in  that  point  of  view,  the  first  can- 
non fired  against  the  English,  would  per. 
haps,  unlock  Bonaparte’s  caisse  d amortis 
sement  ; caisse  ftriveo.
